couragement given of an early recognition of 
the Republic. 

Lovpox, Sept. 7.—Duke de Grammont ar- 
rived here yesterday, huv.ng escaped from 
France via-Havre. The Duke states that the 
present revyolutiouary Government in Paris 
cannot last, and predicts its speedy fall. 

The English Goveroment, in conjunction 
with other neutral powers, iz about to make 
another appeal to Prussia to conciude peace 
on the basis of the following propositions : 
The Frevch Territory to be held inviolate ; 
France tu pay Germany the expenses of the 
war; the general disarmament of France ; 
the destruction of all fortresses in Alsace and 
Loraine. It is believed these terms will be 
acceptable to the Republic. 

The Prussians have entered France via 
Belfort, und wre going to Milhause. 

Gen. Vinny, with 300,000 men, is coming 
from Sedan to Laon: it is rumored he had ao 
engagement with the, Prussians, in which he 
was worsted. 

Luxempovra, Sept, 7.—A terrific assault 
has been made upos the fortification at Mont- 
medy. The beseigers opened with hot fire 
from the artillery upon the city. The enemy 
assaulted the works with bayonets. The gar- 
rison successfally resisted the attack, and 
repulsed the Prussians. The Prossians witb- 
drew from the neighborhood, and the French 
remain at Montmedy. The Prussian residents 
in the city are setting fire to their houses; 


half the city is destroyed by conflagration. 


Pants Sept. 7.—A circular has just been 
issued by Jales Favre, which contains the 
following points: The policy of France is 
that of leaving Germany master of her own des- 
tines. The King of Prussia has said he

although*the public mind is necessarily 
much occapied by the exciting news that 
reach us daily from the seat of war in 
Europe, I hold it as most important that 
we should not lose sight of what is to us 
a — for serivus and carefal copsider- 
ation. 


Buildings, as will involve the expenditure 
of immense capital among us, and to 
which we are not expected to subscribe, 
but which will benefit all classes by 
bringing Population in the shepe of 
Mechanics and Laborers, who will be 
large consamers, and, let us hope, , re- 
main permanently with as as settlers. 
Secundly. Weshall have the entire 
control of opr own local affairs; the 
management of our Public Lands; and, if 
we wish it, Responsible Government, 
Here let me say that this last named 
matter is not a thirg to be hastily avd 
loadiy clumoured for. For although it 
sounds well,and is looked upon by some as 
a care for all the ills that Governments 
are Leir to, 1 am aware that many 
grave objections exist as to its being ad- 
apted :o our present condition, and al 
though decidedly in favor of it myself, 
would rather see the question quictly 
argued on its true merits by its trae 
friends than it should be made the battle 
cry at the coming election. ‘Lrhis is, 
however, entirely inthe hands of the 
people as it should be. Then again, we 
bave the privilege of retaining our present 
Customs’ Tariff for some years, or the 
immediate adoption of the Dominion 
Tariff. This again is too serious a mut- 
ter to be hastily decided on ; not that it 
will »ffect our local revenue at all, buat 
that our present scale of duties judicious 
ly framed asit was for the protec- 
tion of the Producer, and being 
fonnd to work well, I think- should be 
coutipued until such time as we shall be 
connected by Railway. Now, bowever, 
is the time to think, write, and talk of 
these thivgs, in order that ail may bave 
an opportunity of furminga sound and 
correct judgment. We should regard 
and forestall the fatare ; for this is, J 
believe, the greatest interest of a pecuni- 
ary kind connected with our Government; 
and all the facts connected with it should 
be sought-out and est before the public 
To the farmer and outlyiog settler this 
matter is specially important ; aud yet, 
unless it is brought prominently before 
them through the press, the change may 


pe decided on before they have scarcely 


had sn opportanity of recording an opin- 
ion on it, 

The. “Bacolie mind” is proverbially 
slow to move ; and, of necessity, it is so, 
for, living comparatively isolatedas far- 
mers do from one another, they meet bat

the Estimates of the present year. The

necessary Officers are in my opinion liber- 
al, and should command men of abilit 
and integrity. Some may thiok that 
make. in the case of the Commissioner of. 
Lands aud Works, his salary too high, 
but when we see the large amount of dis- 
bursements contemplated. in his office, 
and the responsibility involved, L think 
it but fair and just to pay a properly 
qualified gentleman, whoever be may be, 
handsomely. I have also made a liberal 
allowance for the surveys aud the prepar 
ation of proper maps of our Pablic Lands; 
in order that the present difficalty in gain- 
ing any information on that subject may 
be remedied. I to grant twenty 
thousand dollars to promote Education, 
and half that amvunt to assist Immigra- 
tion, believing that the money to bz spen 
in Poblic Werks will in itself 
Inter. I aleo propose to pay the’

It will be seen that on this basis there 
will be a balance in favor of the Colony 
Of -one Aumdred and thirty-one, thousand 
dollars, which can be applied to the ia- 
crease of Pablic Works, Immigration and 
Education, or the present heavy Road 
Tolls can be redaced, and still leave a 
bandsome som for miscellaneous ex- 
penacs. ; 

One subject deserves particular notice, 
and that is the late additional tax that 
was imposed on liquors for the purpose 
of keeping the Telegraph in the upper 
cuuntry. Now, as the control and ex- 
pense of this department will be assamed 
by the Dominion (Query ? Ed.S8.) it is 
but fair todemand the repeal of this item 
at any rate. 

In. addition to the advantages which I 
think this statement of figures wilt make 
apparent to all, these facts onght also to 
be kept in mind, that the money will bave 
to come ont of the Dominion 'Treasary, 
and will be spent here for the following 
services: Salaries of Lt. Governor, Su- 
preme Judges, Post Office employees, 
and mail carriers, Customs and Telegraph: 
employees, Militia Officers, expenses at- 
tending Penitentiary, Hospitals, Geo- 
logical Sarvey, Light Houses, Buoys, 
&e, &e. 

The cost of Railway survey and con- 
straction will, of coarse, be fureign cap- 
ital ; so will be the money required for 
building the Dock at Esqaimalt. So, 
that looking at our prospects J ‘think we 
have good cacse for congratulation ; and 
having been one of the earliest advocates | 
of Confederation, I feel specially pleased 
that the matter is so nearly consdmmated.
